During the American Legion's Spring Meetings 
held on May 2 in Indianapolis, National Commander 
Thomas P. Cadmus and Past Commanders John Geiger 
and Ron Conley spoke to the Legionnaires to make them 
aware of the problems facing the VA Health Care for this 
year's budget.

Because of legal time 
limits on awarding bids and state requirements, the 
Selectmen voted to call a Special Town Meeting for 
Wednesday, June 22 and Thursday, June 23 (if necessary) 
with two articles on the warrant — for a further appro- 
priation of $450,000 on simple borrowing and for ease- 
ments. 

Following his report, two Brandt Beach residents 
asked for an update on the condition of Brandt Island 
Road below the paved portion. This dirt road is danger- 
ous and a health hazard. Chairman Lombard explained 
that excess material from another road project would be 
simply laid down over the dirt section as a temporary 
measure until the sewer and water construction was 
finished. The board had no way of assigning an exact date 
for this. 

The Selectmen then went over the extensive list of 
yearly appointments with some suggestions for updates. 
There was much praise for the compiling of the list in an 
efficient presentation by Ms. Pacheco. Chairman Lombard

March 1 and May 17 meetings, then met with John 
Rockwell at 7:05 pm to update the board and residents on 
the Island Wharf stormwater remediation project. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Rockwell, they are hoping to rectify the water 
quality problem at the location due to stormwater dis- 
charge into Sippican Harbor. 

"We looked toward other areas for examples, like 
the U.S. Navy Yard in Washington, DC," Mr. Rockwell 
said. "The Buzzards Bay Project (BBP) looked to discharge 
areas ... then we looked at the impervious surfaces in the 
area, which leave pollutants on the ground. And we 
looked at possible locations for biof liters." 

Mr. Rockwell said through a joint effort from the 
Sippican Historical Society and BBP, they will be estab- 
lishing a "bioretention pond" at Island Wharf to filter the 
various stormwater contaminants which eventually drain 
into Buzzards Bay. These include such things as leaking 
fluids from automobiles and engines like oil, antifreeze, 
washer fluids, and the like. They also plan to pave the 
parking area adjacent to the bandstand which is com- 
monly used for events at the Marion Music Hall. 

"The work will be ongoing for at least three 
weeks," Mr. Rockwell said. "They plan to apply the first 
coat of asphalt to the parking area this week. It was 
impossible to keep the parking lot graded ... so it will be 
paved to make everyone's life easier. It will also help with 
the pollutants which are going into the harbor ... it will 
reduce the sediment load into Sippican Harbor."

"Assuming all the towns buy into this, if this is 
adopted then the Selectmen of each town would appoint 
two directors and the ORR School Superintendent would 
appoint one director ... and this seven-member Board of 
Directors would operate as a 501(c)(3) non-profit corpora- 
tion," Mr. Dolan said. 

• Voted to hire former Comcast Program Director 
Debbie Stinson as interim PEG Program Coordinator at 
ORR High School under contract for three months at a 
rate of $2,000 per month. This position, which would 
likely entail 20 hours per week, would also be renewable 
on a month-to-month basis as needed until a full-time 
director is hired. 

• Voted to allocate $3,000 from existing Comcast 
funds to cover the interim PEG Program Coordinator's 
position and any related expenses. 

• Voted to approve annual summer watering 
restrictions as per Department of Public Works (DPW) 
Superintendent Rob Zora's recommendation as follows, 
effective June 15 through September 15, 2005: 

The use of any outside watering is prohibited except 
between the hours of 6:00 am and 8:00 am, and between the 
hours of 6:00 pm and 8:00 pm on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday for even street-numbered homes, and Tuesday, Thursday 
and Saturday for odd street-numbered homes. No outside

this," Ms. Farinon said. 

"Fve farmed here for 65 years and Fve been 
accused of polluting the water aquifer,'' said farmer 
Antonio Sol. '1 want to be heard.'' 

When asked why the Board of Selectmen didn't 
offer a recommendation on the article. Selectman Nunes 
said the article didn't come before them prior to Town 
Meeting for review. 

Citing a lack of input from local farmers, resident 
Tobias Paolo suggested the matter be tabled, which failed 
to muster enough voter support. After further debate 
spurred a "move the question" motion, the article carried 
via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 14, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $7,500 to correct the town's CIS digital parcel maps 
in which high-resolution aerial photographs would be 
used to "correct misalignments on Rochester maps." The 
article passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 15, voters were asked to adopt a 
by-law proposed by Police Chief Paul Magee to regulate 
fire and police alarms in town. Chief Magee said this by- 
law was being proposed to help curb the increasing 
number of false alarms the police and fire departments 
have had to respond to in town. As such, the by-law 
would require homeowners and business with automated 
alarms to provide the name and telephone numbers of at 
least two other contact people who are authorized to 
respond to an emergency signal and can open the pre- 
mises for the responding agency.

It would also impose fines after the police or fire 
department responded to three false alarms within a fiscal 
year: $25 for the fourth and fifth false alarms and $50 each 
for six or more. 

But resident Chris Byron cited several discrepan- 
cies and points which needed clarification and further 
"tweaking'' before he could support the proposed by-law. 

"This is too important a measure to be put 
through to this assembly tonight/' Mr. Byron said. 'Tt 
needs more study with public input ... and input from 
people who install (such) alarm systems." 

With that, he moved to postpone the article 
indefinitely, which carried via majority vote.

To the Editor: 

The Town of Mattapoisett should enlarge the current 
library facility, and the Mattapoisett Library Building Committee 
deserves the community's support for their prescience regarding 
the great change in the methods of information storage and 
retrieval in the computer age and the important role a library 
continues to play in a community's intellectual vigor and 
expansive thinking. 

The present challenge for the Mattapoisett Library 
Building Committee and its director, Judy Wallace, is to consider 
how information technology can most usefully be employed for 
library purposes. Those who see libraries as institutions await- 
ing extinction in the glow of electrons and photons need to be 
reminded of the essential function of libraries — the foundation 
of all scholarship and democracy. 

Libraries consolidate and give order to human experi- 
ence. Libraries assemble, preserve, and make accessible the 
record of human activity. By their visible presence, libraries 
enable individuals and societies to use what they have learned, 
created, and experienced. More than any other institution, 
libraries work to provide equitable access for all — the rich and 
poor, the young and old, and the geographically remote. 
Libraries help audit the workings of the information structure to 
assure that information is not lost and its validity not degraded. 
In a competitive and sometimes contentious world, librarians 
are persistent advocates of the public interest. 

Information technology will not supplant the brick and 
mortar libraries; rather it will enable them to do their job in a 
setting very different from what Benjamin Franklin knew, a 
challenge Franklin would have relished. Moreover out of 
necessity, the Mattapoisett Library staff must include individuals

On Tuesday, June 21, the residents of Mattapoisett will 
have the opportunity to vote to see if the town will appropriate 
$1.8 million to enlarge and renovate the existing one hundred 
year old library building on Barstow Street. The final design for 
the project as presented at the recent Town Meeting is truly a 
beautiful building smaller and lower in profile than the original 
rendering and extremely functional in every aspect. The citizens 
of Mattapoisett are in a win-win situation as the town is getting 
an exceptional library for minimal investment in that 58 percent 
of the funding is coming from the State and the private sector 
with only 42 percent from the town.

be withdrawn as the monies were awarded with the under- 
standing that the enlarged and redesigned structure would serve 
the growing population of Mattapoisett for the next thirty years. 
Second, a number of the larger gifts to the $1.6 million private 
campaign were given or were pledged with the understanding if 
the project did not go through the money would be returned or 
pledges not honored. In other words, a large portion of the $3.2 
million the Library's Steering Committee has put together over 
the past four years would be gone and residents would be left 
with the existing one hundred year old structure that is not 
handicap accessible. 

For the library to remain open the town would have to 
appropriate monies to make the building ADA accessible. First, 
a ramp would have to be built and the front entrance redesigned 
to meet ADA standards for wheelchair access. Second, an 
elevator would have to be installed as the library is on two floors

and since the structure would not be enlarged, precious floor 
space would be lost on both levels to accommodate the elevator 
shaft. Third, much of the existing shelving in the library would 
have to be changed to meet ADA standards in terms of height 
and wheelchair accessibility. All in all a great deal of money 
would be spent and the result would still be a hundred year old 
building with even less space than is now available if that can be 
imagined. 

So, instead of trying to put a bandage on a problem, let 
us spend our money wisely and plan for the future. Now is the 
time; all the pieces are in place. A group of conscientious people 
have worked for more than five years planning, fundraising, 
designing to enable Mattapoisett to have a library for the 
twenty-first century. Libraries have been and always will be the 
academic and cultural centers of the towns they serve. A ''yes'' 
vote at the polls on Tuesday, June 21 means the people of 
Mattapoisett are getting a $5.5 million library for the total cost to 
the town of $2.3 million. You can't beat that kind of return on 
your money.

f" Lords ofDogtown, Starring Heath Ledger, Emile Hirsch 
and Victor Rasuk. Directed by Catherine Hardwicke. 
Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Whatever else Lords ofDogtown is, it's a chronicle of a brief moment 
in American teen culture. Classic rock was on the way out (though it 
didn't know it yet) in favor of disco and punk. Long hair was soon to 
be shaved into mohawks. And surfing, a holdover from the '60s, was 
about to make way for its urban counterpart, skateboarding — which, 
by its very anti-adult ethos (those damn kids skate every wher el), was 
infinitely cooler. Roughly, Lords ofDogtown spans from 1975 to about 
1977; Richard Linklater's modern classic Dazed and Confused falls 
squarely in the middle of that time frame, and Dogtown has a similar 
restless energy, powered by comfortably familiar guitar riffs. You don't 
have to care much about skateboarding (I really don't) to find the movie 
exhilarating and engaging. 

This story of three kids from Venice, California — Stacy Peralta 
(John Robinson), Tony Alva (Victor Rasuk), and Jay Adams (Emile 
Hirsch) — who invented a new, aggressive form of skateboarding has 
been told before, in Peralta's own acclaimed 2001 documentary Dogf own 
and Z-Boys. I missed that one, but what attracted me to Lords ofDogtown 
was its gifted director, Catherine Hardwicke, a former production 
designer (she worked on two Linklater films as well as the brilliantly 
cluttered Tank Girl) who made her directorial debut in 2003 with the 
fiercely moving drama Thirteen. That film was about the anguish of 
teenage girls; this one, about teenage boys living their dreams, is much 
bouncier, paced like a bullet and wearing its '70s milieu lightly. 
Hardwicke understands that a director needn't focus on a Farrah 
Fawcett poster to evoke the era. 

The boys initially compete under the tutelage of Skip Engblom, a 
dissipated surf-shop owner played, in his first genuine performance I 
can recall, by Heath Ledger. Skip looks at the kids and sees dollar signs, 
though he's also snobbish and intense about board sport in a way that 
goes beyond calculation. Sneering through fake teeth and getting into 
drunken brawls. Ledger is like John Malkovich channeling Val Kilmer 
channeling Jim Morrison. He also has one of the great final scenes in 
recent movies, when Skip, reduced to waxing boards in someone else's 
shop, cranks up "Maggie May" on the radio and sings along, treating 
the lyrics like defiant air-punches. 

Lords ofDogtown is structured so that the boys are split apart by 




their new fame — Stacy and Tony rocket to the top, while Jay, troubled 
by the travails of his single mom (Rebecca De Mornay in a touching 
performance), falls into self-abnegating anger. (His head-shaving scene 
soon after he recoils from a stupid endorsement for Slinky seems to 
bring a deliberate close to an era; punk has arrived, and punks don't 
sing the Slinky song.) Yet Peralta, who wrote the script, and Hardwicke 
don't make the mistake of inflating the boys' crises into a Dirk Diggler 
tragedy. The boys got drunk and high and laid, had a blast, and became 
the princes of their specialized field. Still, when the guys get together 
for one last skateboarding spree in an empty swimming pool — 
accompanied by a fallen Z-boy whose cancer sidelined him — you're 
glad to see them getting back to their roots. Jetting around America to 
skateboarding events and being paid insane money for endorsements 
is cool, but, man, just goofing around on the board with your buddies 
is what it's all about. 

You won't find much of a dark side in Lords ofDogtown. That's 
because Catherine Hardwicke, like Richard Linklater before her, has a 
gentle and indulgent view of teenagers; she's with them throughout 
their trials and errors, and she's literally right there with them in the 
skateboarding sequences, in which the extraordinarily fluid camerawork 
makes us feel as if we're riding alongside the boys. Hardwicke's light 
touch is there, too, in the scenes when the guys break into people's 
houses to skate in their pools, or when hot tempers and fat egos lead to 
fights. The whole movie has the chuckling tone of Stacy Peralta looking 
back fondly, and Hardwicke, fast on her feet, sprints successfully to 
keep up with Peralta's memories. If you crave excitement and adven- 
ture, don't bother with Revenge of the Sith; look instead to Lords of 
Dogtown, about as electric — yet fulfilling and relaxing — an experience 
as this summer will likely offer.

Now that the dreaded "hurricane season'" is offi- 
cially upon us, you would be well-advised to tread 
lightly when mentioning the prospect of impending 
inclement weather to anyone residing on the 
SouthCoast. There are more than a few surviving "old 
salts" in these parts who don't take too kindly to be- 
ing told that a hurricane is headed anywhere near 
Buzzards Bay ... and much of that sensitivity likely 
stems from past battles with Mother Nature in 1938, 
1944 and 1954. 

Among these veritable Queens of Hurricanes Past 
was Hurricane Carol, which slammed the area on 
Tuesday, August 31, 1954. To commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of one of the most devastating storms of 
the past century, Mattapoisett author Ginnie Milott 
Fitzgerald has compiled the engaging Hurricane 
Carol 50 Years Later: 1954-2004, a self-published "col- 
lection of memories past and present," as the book is 
subtitled, which reads like a diary of personal "on 
the spot" news reports of the weather event. The 65- 
page volume is liberally illustrated with reprinted 
news clippings, maps, weather charts and photo- 
graphs documenting the 1954 Category 3 storm with 
winds blowing an estimated 100 miles-per-hour and 
gusts of up to 135 miles-per-hour. 

Particularly hard hit was the the Town of 
Mattapoisett and, more precisely, the waterfront Cres- 
cent Beach area — the residents of which provide the 
bulk of the book's personal recollections. 

Among the more fascinating insights offered: 

• Then-Police Chief Alden Kinney opined that 
many of the houses which were damaged near the 
waterfront had been struck by other buildings whose 
foundations had been weakened by water and then 
were blown away from their original sites by the 
wind. 

• Natalie Phillips, a clerk in the Assessors' office 
in the Mattapoisett Town Hall, was trapped inside 
the building during the storm and couldn't leave be- 
cause the water level outside had reached some three 
feet in depth.

• David Jenney recalled that the family sailboat, 
a Herreshoff-12, somehow survived the storm and 
ended up in a saltmarsh behind where the houses in 
the 'Cedars' had been. 

• Ginnie Fitzgerald witnessed an entire two-story 
colonial house float down Waterman Street and even- 
tually break apart at Silver Shell. 

Although it wouldn't quite match the infamous 
Hurricane of 1938 which was responsible for an esti- 
mated 588 deaths on September 21 of that year. Hur- 
ricane Carol easily ranks as the second most devas- 
tating storm of the century to hit the SouthCoast area, 
causing some 63 fatalities and well over $500 million 
in damages.
